THROUGH 100 MILES WASTE. 


New Australian Railroad Traverses 
Wilderness Lacking Water. 

The longest tangent in the world, 
330 miles without the slightost varia- 
tion from a straight lire, ocenrs on 
the railway linking Western Austra- 
j ia to the eastern states, which was 

formally opened on November’ 12th. 
In the 1,052 miles of line between 
Port Augusta and Kalgoorlie there is 
not a single tunnel and vory few cuts, | 
while at only a few places on the 
| eastern section is the ruling grade of 
one in eighty approached. The 330- 
mile straight occurs in the great lime- 
| stone region of the Mullabor Plain 
which the line traverses for over five 
hundred miles. This is a desolate. 
waste in which there are no hills, no 
valleys, no rivers, no trees, and no 
water. When the line was begun in 
1912 the country along four-fifths of 
| the route had not a single inhabitant 
|} except a few wandering aboriginals, 
and absolutely no permanent surface 
water. Indeed, water has been the} 
one great difficulty of the line, At aj} 
few points reservoirs have proved 
successful, but for the most part the 
only supply available has been drawn 
from wells and bores. This water 
contains such a high proportion of 
| solid matter and acids that it is very 
unsuitable for locomotive use, rel- 
dering special devices necessary, 
while in places it is salt and con- 
densors have had to be erected. At 
one period during construction 
water for all purposes had to be car- 
ried over three hundred miles by 
train on the western section, The 
line gives the first communication by 
land between the two halves of Aus- 
tralia and opens up a quarter of a 
million square miles now unoccupied. 
In spite of the scanty rainfall, averag- 
ing well under ten inches a year, 
much of this country is well grassed 
and grows salt bush and other ed- 
ible plants which would carry large | 
numbers of sheep and cattle if water 
can be provided. The cost of the line 
has been about $40,000,000.—Scien- 
tific American,

The “ Harvard” 


To Shock Shocks Away. 


In a recent namber of Thea Lancet 
Dr. W. J. Turrell describes various 
applications of electro-therapy at the 
Radcliffe Infirmar;, Oxfor’? Eng- 
land. One interesting point is the 
treatment of unclean wounds by 
ionization, produced either by the 
application of salt solutioms tra- 
versed by an electric curren or by 
m of ultra-violet rays. As is 
well known, electric currents are 
now much used in treating certain 
varieties of rheumatism, 

Of considerable importance is the 
application of mild electric ‘‘shock”’ 
to stimulate the voluntary move- 
ments; the treatment is specially ef- 
ficacious in those cases of nerve 
shock where the patient is under the 
delusion that he has lost the power 
of his limbs. 

However, the application of elec- 
tric methods to cases of ‘‘shell- 
shock” calls for discretion. In some 
such cases the patient is not at all 
benefited and, indeed, exhibits ‘‘elec- 
trophobia.” 


Saving Light. 

It is reported in the London Times 
that notice has been given by the gen- 
eral in command of the Munster army 
corps district that the consumption of 
gas and electric power in shops, res- 
taurants and other establishments 
must this winter not exceed one-half 
of the consumption in the winter of 
1915-16. All the military and civil 
authorities, businesees and other pri- 
vate undertakings are required to al- 
ter their office hours to the time be- 
tween 8 a.m. and 4 p.m. Schools will 
keep the same hours. The lighting ef 
shop windows and the use of passen- 
ger elevator are forbidden and all 
restaurants are to be closed at 9 p.m.

Every jiatoe of the peace who receives the amount 
of any fine, penalty, forfeiture or any other sum 
of money which is payable to the Government shall 
forthwith transmit the amount to the Attorney General 
with a statement of same. y 

Every police magistrate who receives any sum 
of money payable as aforesaid shall forthwith deposit 
the same in a chartered bank in trust for the province, 
and transmit the amount so deposited to the Attorney 
General every month with statement of same. 


5,—Tue Farm Macuinery Act, 


Notwithstanding anythi: contained in any con- 
tract or agreement there shall be implied in any such 
contract or agreement for the sale of farm machinery 
(whether under seal, written or oral) a warranty to 
the effect that all repair parts in adequate quantities 
for the said machinery are kept and will kept 
by the vendor for the period of ten years from the 
date of said eement, and may be obtained al 
the place of hustaees of the agent of the vendor who 
is nearest to the purchaser, or at some well advertised 
point in the province; provided that the keeping 
of a stock of the necessary repairs as aforesaid on 
hand at one well adverti Place of business in the

11.—Tae Game Act 

October is made an open season for prairie chicken, 
but not more than ten birds may be killed by one 
person in one day nor one hundred by one person 
in the season 

Hungarian partridge may also be killed during the 
same month, but not more than five by one person 
in a day nor twenty-five by one person in the 
season 

No one is allowed to buy, sell, barter or exchange 
such birds, D 


32.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE LEGISLATIVE 
ASSEMBLY ACT. 


Any member of the Legislative Assembly serving 
on & commission or committee, appointed by the 
Legislature or by the Lieutenant Governor in Council, 
may be paid for travelling expenses such sum as 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council may deem 
proper 

Kach member elected under the provisions of The 
Alberta Military Representation Act shall be entitled 
to the money actually paid by him for transportation 
and for sleeping accommodation on steamer and train 
and to an ndditional allowance of $6.00 per day during 
the time actually spent in making the journey from 
the place where he was on military service at the 
time of his election to Edmonton, and to like sums 
for his return journey, provided he makes a solemn 
declaration to the effect that he intends to make 
and is on the point of making such return journey 


33.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE LIBEL AND 
SLANDER ACT. 


In an action for libel contained in a newspap 
the defendant may at any time after the deli 
of the statement of claim apply to a judge for security 
for costs by notice of motion supported by an affidavit 
showing the nature of the action and of the defence, 
that the defendant has a good defence on the merits, 
that the plaintiff is not in possession of property 
sufficient to answer the costs of the action in case 
judgment is given against him, that the statements 
complained of were published in good faith, or that 
the grounds of action were trivial or frivolous, and 
the judge may make an order that the plaintiff shall 
give security for costs. 


34.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE TRUST COM- 
PANIES ORDINANCE, 


The expression ‘trust company” is extended to 
any company constituted or operated within the 
province for the purpose of acting as executor, ad- 
ministrator, trustee, receiver, assignee, agent liquid- 
ator, guardian of a minor's estate or committee of 
a lunatic’s estate. 

Provision is made for the inspection of the affairs 
of a trust company by an inspector appointed by 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council, and for every 
company to file with the Minister on or before the 
first of March in each year a complete statement 
of the company’s affairs in the form given in the 
schedule. 

A penalty is provided for default in transmitting 
such statement 


35.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE ALBERTA 
INSURANCE ACT, 


Outside companies are required to appoint a resi- 
dent in the province upon Shon any process against 
the corporation may be served. The Superintendent 
of Insurance formerly acted for all companies. 
_ The liability of a company on contracts of hail 
insurance is set out in detail and hail insurance con- 
ditions enacted similar to those adopted in Manitoba 
and Saskatchewan, to be deemed part of each con- 
tract of hail insurance in force in Alberta. 
Provisions applicable to companies hereafter incor- 
porated by the Legislature are set out in full, and a 
short form of Model Bill for the incorporation of 
an insurance company is adopted. 


36.—AN ACT TO yee THE FACTORY 


The provisions of the Act shall not apply to any 
shop in which the main business carried on is that 
of a chemist and druggist. 

No woman, except by special permission of an in- 
spector in writing, shall be employed in any factory, 
shop, office or office building between the hours of 
eleven o'clock in the evening and seven o'clock on 
the following day. 

The inspector is authorized to permit employment 
for a longer period than eight hours for reasons of 
trade, accident, or war production necessities 


37.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE COMPANIES 
ACT, 1913. 


Where it is proved to the satisfaction of the Minister 
of Railways and Telephones that an association 
desires to be formed as a limited company and is to 
be formed for the purpose of carrying on the business 
of a telephone company and that such association 
intends to apply its profits, if any, in promoting its 
objects, the Minister may by license direct that the 
association be registered for a limited term as a com- 
pany with limited liability, without the word "limited" 
to its name, and the association may be registered 
accordingly upon the payment of such fee as the 
Minister may direct. 

No such registration shall empower the company 
to carry on a commercial business, nor shall it confer 
any exclusive right to the operation of a telephone 
system within the area served by the company. The 
license may be granted under such conditions and 
regulations as the Minister thinks fit, and shall, 
if the Minister so direct, be inserted in the memorandum 
of articles, and the registrar shall not register an 
such memorandum until he is satisfied that no suc 
direction is required. 


38.—AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE WINDING 
UP OF THE ALBERTA FARMERS’ CO- 
OPERATIVE ELEVATOR COMPANY. 


The transfer of all the undertaking of the Alberta 
Farmers' Co-operative Company, Limited, together 
with all its property and rights to United Grain 
Growers, Limited, is hereby ratified and confirmed. 

And it is hereby further declared that upon bein, 
satisfied by the said United Grain Growers, Limited, 
by agreement or otherwise that it has or will under- 
take, pay, satisfy and discharge all the debts, liabilities 
and obligations of the said Alberta Farmers’ Co- 
operative Elevator Company, Limited, as provided 
under agreement, and has or will issue share certi- 
ficates of its capital stock to the shareholders of the 
Alberta Farmers’ Co-operative Elevator Company, 
Limited, as provided in said agreement, and has 
carried out or will carry out the provisions of the 
agreement of the 14th day of August, 1917, made 
between the two companies, and will repay or secure 
repayment of all moneys loaned by the government, 
the Lieutenant Governor in Council may declare 
that the said Alberta Farmers’ Co-operative Elevator 
Company, Limited, is wound up, and from and after 
the said declaration the said company shall there- 
after cease to exist and shall thereby be dissolved; 
provided that prior to making any such declaration 
as aforesaid the Lieutenant Governor in Council may 
make any such regulation as to and provide any such 
machinery for the said winding up as may seem proper 
and reasonable. 


39.—-AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE COL- 
LECTION OF A TAX ON PERSONS AT- 
TENDING PLACES OF AMUSEMENT. 


This Act provides that every person attending an 
exhibition, performance or entertainment at a place 
of amusement to which an entrance or admission 
fee is charged shall, on each admission thereto, pay 
an amusement tax as follows: 

(1) When the price of admission is from 10 cents 
to 20 cents, inclusive, a tax of one cent; 

(2) When the price of admission is more than 
20 cents, but not more than 75 cents, a tax of 24 


cents; rs 

(3) When the price of admission is more than 75 
cents, but not more than $1.00, a tax of 5 cents; 

(4) When the price of admission is more than $1.00 
and not more than $2.00, a tax of 10 cents; 

(5) When the price of admission is more than 
$2.00, a tax of 25 cents; 

(6) A tax of 25 cents shall be paid by every person 
attending any boxing bout or contest; 

(7) Where admission is gives by pass or compli- 
mentary ticket, a tax shall be payable at the highest 
rate charged for the performance to which admission 
is grant 

Fie Provincial Secretary is given power to exempt 
from taxation all persons attending an exhibition, 
performance or entertainment where the proc 
are to be devoted to religious, charitable or patriotic 
objects. 


40.—THE MINE OWNERS’ TAX ACT. 


Every mine owner shall keep an accurate account 
of the number of tons of coal actually removed from 
his mine premises during the month of June, 1918 
and during each month thereafter, and shall forward 
to the Minister monthly before the 15th day of July, 
1918, and each month thereafter a statement of his 
account for the previous month 

Before the first day of August, 1918, and before 
the first day of each month thereafter each miner 
shall forward to the Minister an amount equal to 
five cents per ton on the coal removed from his mine 
yremises during the month with reference to which 
his last preceding statement is or should be made 

The following shall not be reckoned as coal removed 
from the mine premises within the meaning of the 
Act 

(a) Any coal which is given or sold by a mine 
owner to any of his employees for domestic con 
sumption by such employee 

(b) Any coal pained through a screen with holes 
of a diameter of one inch or less or with bars three 
quarters of an inch apart or less; provided that such 
coal is sold at a rate of $1.00 per ton or less 


41.-AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGULA- 
TION OF LIQUOR EXPORT WAREHOUSES. 


This Act requires that every person who carries 
on the trade of brewer, distiller, compounder or 
manufacturer of liquor within the Provinee of Alberta 
and every other person who has or keeps liquor for 
shipment or export to or sale in any other part of 
Canada or a foreign country, and every person who 
in Alberta sells or ships liquor to be delivered to any 
point outside of Alberta, and every. person who has 
or keeps liquor heretofore acquired or which may 
hereafter be acquired for any of the aforesaid pur 
poses, shall forthwith after the passing of this Act, 
or upon acquiring or obtaining any Hiquor for the 
purposes aforesaid report to the Attorney General 
and give and furnish him with the particular location 
and site of the place of business used by such person, 
with a detailed statement of all kinds and brands of 
liquor and the amount and quantity of each kind 
and brand, together with such other particulars as 


the Attorney General may require 
Every such place of business shall be so constructed 
and equipped as not to facilitate any violation of The 
Liquor Act, and shall not be connected by any way 
or communication with any other building or any other 
portion of the same building, and shall be a place 
wh n no commodity or goods other than liquor 
for export from the province are kept, and wherein 
her trade is carried on, and auch place shall be 
d y on week days between the hours of 

forenoon and six in the afternoon, 

y person shall make a return to the 
Attorney General on the first day each month, 
verified by affidavit, showing a statement in detail 
of all liquor received, the kind and brand of the same, 
the quality and amount thereof, and the source from 
which same was obtained, the disposition of all liquor 


disposed of during the month, the kind and brand 
of the same and the amount of each kind and brand 
remaining on hand 

Such place of business and the contents thereof 
and the goods stored therein shall be subject to in- 
spection by the Attorney General or some person 
delegated by him in writing, or by the Superintendent 
of the Alberta Provincial Police, and all books, papers 
and other documents relating to the trade or business 
may be demanded and inspected on any such in- 
spection 

Penalties are provided for infractions of the pro- 
visions of the Act. 


42.—-AN ACT TO PROVIDE FOR THE REGU- 
LATION OF THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 


Act provides for the division of the Public 
into classes and for the grading of the classes 
ng of a scale of salaries of employees in certain 
classes in schedule form, with provision f fixed 
increases to a maximum amount, by an Efficiency 
Officer appointed by the Lieutenant Governor in 
Council and who shall perform other duties enumer- 
ated in the Act in the interests of efficiency and 
ronomy in the service 
person shall be appointed to a position in certain 
specified classes of the service until the Efficiency 
Officer has certified in writing that such person is 
duly qualified 

The Act is to come into force on proclamation, but 
not later than the Ist day of July, 1918, 


43.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE CORPORATIONS 
TAXATION ACT. 


The tax on the head office of a bank is raised from 
$1,000.00 to $1,200.00, and a branch bank from 
$125.00 to $200.00 

The tax on every company or corporation other 


than a municipal corporation in any city supplying 
gas for gain shall be a tax of $500.00. 

Every company or corporation other than a muni- 
cipal corporation supplying or dealing in natural gas 
shall be subject to a tax of one-quarter of a cent for 
every 1,000 cubic feet of gas flowing, drawn or pumped 
from or produced by a well owned, leased, occupied 
or operated by such company. Where oil in paying 
quantities and natural gas are found in the same 
well and the well is worked mainly for the production 
of oil, such gas shall not be subject to the tax 

Provision is made for the correct measurement of 
the amount of gas produced by any well 

Every company or corporation which carries on 
business either partly or wholly in a city or town 
of a population exceeding 1,500, other than a muni- 
cipal corporation, the main object of which is the 


generation, distribution or supply of motive power 
or energy of any description shall pay a tax of 
$1,000.00 

44.—AN ACT FOR THE RELIEF OF MORT- 


GAGORS AND PURCHASERS. 


No person shall take proceedings of any kind on 
any mortgage or agreement of sale made or entered 
into prior to the 4th day of August, 1914, or on any 
renewal thereof, relating to land situate within the 
limits of a city or incorporated town during the con- 
tinuance in force of this Act 

The provisions of the Act shall not apply to interest, 
rent, taxes, insurance or other disbursements which 
the mortgagor or purchaser is liable for, but no 
proceedings may be taken in such case without the 
leave of a judge, on application for which he may 
grant leave or refuse same for such time and subject 
to such conditions as he thinks fit; provided that the 
mortgagee or vendor shall be entitled in any event 
to the payment of the full amount of the net income 
from the property, and the judge may make such 
order as to possession or the collection of rents as to 
him seems meet 

The Act does not apply to any mortgage or other 
security made to secure the bonds or debentures of 
any corporation 

The law limiting the time for the commencement 
of an action shall not operate against the plaintiff 
during the time the defendant is enjoying protection 
under the Act 

The Act or any portion thereof may be repealed 
at any time by order in council 


45.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE LIVE STOCK 
ENCOURAGEMENT ACT. 

The amendments shall be read as if originally 
passed as now amended 

The duty of making due inquiry as to the ability 
of the members of an association to care for live 
stock and as to the probability of their making prompt 
payment of the loan is transferred from the lender 
to the commissioner, and he shall fix the amount of 
the loan and the proportion each purchaser is to receive 
He also obtains the note of the members of the asso- 
ciation and collects the fee from each purchaser to 
cover the necessary expense connected with the 
loan and sends these to the Treasurer, who may 
then endorse the guarantee upon the note, and upon 
receipt of said note a lender, if he agrees to make 
the advance, shall deposit the money in some chartered 
bank in accordance with the provisions of the Act 

Provision is made whereby a purchaser may, with 
the written consent of the commissioner, substitute 
another animal or animals for any of his live stock, 
and such shall be subject to all the provisions of the 
Act as if it were part of the original purchase. 


46.—AN ACT TO AMEND THE PUBLIC 
UTILITIES ACT. 


The board, upon receipt of a petition from the 
owner or owners of any parcel of land within the 
limits of a city, town or village of less than twenty 
acres of which no plan of subdivision has ever been 
registered, or if registered has been duly cancelled, 
mav separate such territory from the city, town or 
village upon such terms and conditions as the board 
may by its order provide, and such territory, from 
and after the date of publication of the order in The 
Alberta Gazette, shall cease to form part of such city, 
town or village, but shall continue liable for payment 
of any debenture indebtedness incurred prior to the 
date of the ‘order. 

The board may, instead of making such order for 
separation, direct that the land referred to shall 
remain within the limits of the city, town or village, 
and may direct that the city, town or village shall 
assess such land upon any basis or principle of assesa- 
ment that may seem to it proper, such assessment 
to continue for such a number of years as the board 
may determine 

Where arrears of taxes are due to any city, town or 
village in respect of any land in connection with 
which application for separation may be made, such 
taxpayer may, whether or not there is a statutory 
provision as to making a compromise as to the pay- 
ment of said taxes, appeal to the board, whereupon 
any member thereof may hear the appeal, after notice 
to all interested parties, and may direct such com- 
promise as may seem expedient, and such compromise 
may provide for the extension of the time of payment 
of said arrears, the reduction of the amount thereof, 
the acceptance of the land affected by the taxes or 
part thereof or other land in whole or part payment 
of such taxes, or the payment of a certain increment 
in value upon a subsequent sale of the land in 
arrears 

Any such compromise shall run with the land, 
and every owner during his ownership shall be bound 
thereby and entitled to the benefit thereof 

Where under the terms of any Ordinance or Act 
a compromise as to the payment of arrears of local 
taxes is permitted and the taxpayer and the council 
or other authority cannot agree upon the terms, the 
taxpayer may appeal to the board, whereupon any 
member thereof may hear the appeal and direct such 
compromise as may be proper.
